Agreement at Madrid 


• Markdown the Madrid conference on Euro- 
pean detente as t he occasion for Ronald Rea- 
gan's first formal agreement with the Soviet 
Union and Yuri Andropov's first with Amer- 
ica. Against the tension otherwise clouding 
Soviet-Amaican relations, this demonstration 
of a capacity to come to terms is the most 
important result of the negotiations on human 
rights, cooperation and security that the two 
countries have been conducting, with 30-odd 
European states, for almost three years. 

The agreement has not actually been signed 
but time seems no doubt that it will be soon. 
Moscow is not in die habit of pulling the rug 
out from under its own negotiators. Mr. Rea- 
gan has done h only wbai the negotiators were 
under his predecess or 's instructions. 

Credit is doe to the negotiator. Max Kam- 
pehnan, originally Jimmy Carter's appointee. 
What made it possible for him to continue 
effectively from one administration to the next 
was tbe emphasis of each on keeping in step 
with America’s allies and friends. Washington 
accepted Madrid as a forum devoted first to 
bunding Atlantic unity, and it deferred to 
the Europeans' obvious special interest in 
broadening European dfetea tc. 

’ The agreement keeps alive and vigorous the 


“Helsinki process” begun in the 1970s. Mos- 
cow accented it to win favor for political 
objectives in Europe; the West accepted it to 
make life in both parts of Europe more hu- 
mane and regular. The process committed the 
signers to obligations and, for enforcement, to 
a continuing series of conferences at which 
delivery on those obligations is reviewed. 

The Madrid conference reviewed Soviet per- 
formance in Poland and Afghanistan and on 
the matter of human rights in general. It tight- 
ened marginally the language of tbe obliga- 
tions to which the signers wB henceforth be 
held. It set up a schedule of eight Future ses- 
sions, some on the expert level some an the 
political. One of these, starting in Stockholm 
next January, will give the Kremlin, some 
chance to make propaganda hay on disarma- 
ment But tbe session is to address first “confi- 
dence-budding measures” (advance notice of 
military maneuvers, for instance) meant to 
ease the West's fear of a Soviet surprise attack. 

It is gritty work to push Moscow to observe 
hnman rights commitnKats adopted in mnrfi 
cynicism. But it would be an unconscionable 
denial of its basic values if the West, having 
once taken op the task, put it down. *

Sudden Gvil Rights 


During the months before the last mayoral 
election in Washington there was a flurry of 
road repair work the like erf which has not been 
seen since the reign of Caesar Augustus.

Just this week the Justice Department filed 
suit against the state of Alabama, all eging the 
continuation of a radafly separate state uni- 
versity system. Granted that tbe government 
had been ordered by a federal district court in 
Washington to cut off Alabama’s funds or to 
secure compliance with the law, the Justice 
Department’s action this week signals a 
tougher position on last-ditch segregation It is 
tbe first such suit filed by the Reagan adminis- 
tration, and it is an important step. 

Has all this been undertaken with an eye to 
neutralizing blade hostility in the 1984 elec- 
tion? Maybe. But, tike the fin«t potholes and 
the resurfaced roads, it is welcome.

Hong Kong on the Table

n through Hong Kong, terrorizing 
„ , it was said that China could take 
Hoag Kong with a telephone call Not much 
|iak changed the Statement, although inrtrh hqq 
changed the political outlook of the Beijing 
regime. Instead of making that telephone call, 
the Chinese have summoned senior British 
officials to Beijing for talks on exactly when 
and how they will take over the British colony. 

The second round of those talks opened [on 
Tuesday], amid much pompous secrecy from 
both rides. China has hedged publicly to keep 
Hong Kong capitalist, at least into the next 
generation. Britain has pledged publicly to 
“protect the people of Hong Kong” — brave 
words, bat words which, in a crunch, London 
would be powerless to bad; up. 

Hong Kong is an importantpart and finan- 
cial city. New, “progressive” China, aiming to 
be a world military, economic and political 
superpower by the cod of the century, needs 
Hong Kong for its vast wealth, the expertise 
and iMustriPO'Rnf’fls of its citizens a nd the 
banks there. And Hong Kong, as its residents 
attest, is indeed Chinese. 

But realities are realities, and precipitous 
demands and actions by Beijing are harmful 
both to tbe 5 million Hong Kong residents and 
the image of China itself to the world. The 
final disposition of Hong Kong must be rea- 
sonable to all parties, most certainly to the 
capitalist population.

When the first round of became dead- 
locked there was a flight of capital out of Hang 
Kong and the Hong Kong dollar dropped to as 
low as 7.77 against the U.S. dollar. However, 
lariMay Mis. Thatcher reportedly sent a letter 
to Mr. Deng indirectly admitting Chinese 
sovereignty over all of Hong Kong. This has 
apparently softened the Chinese position. 

China’s announced policy is to make Hong 
Kang a “special administrative province.” Xi 
Zhongxnu, a Politburo member, has promised 
that China would not “touch” its capitalistic 
system even under the next generation of lead- 
dership. These assurances, coupled with the 


landslide victory of Mrs. Thatchers Conserva- 
tive Party on June 9, have caused the Hong 
Kong dollar to rebound. 

We hope China and Britain can reach an 
agreement which is in the best interests of the 
people of Hong Kong and also protects the 
prestige of both nations.

An acknowledgment of this sort should, 
however, be made contingent upon a dear 
commitment from Beijing to preserve tbe ad- 
ministrative and legal system of Hang Kong 
largely intact. At the same time, opinion 
makers and public figures in Hoag Kong 
should be encouraged to speak out in favor of 
a settlement of this sort, rather than standing 
in awe of Bering’s pronouncements as they 
have tended to do until now. Otherwise Chi- 
nese leaders will be misled into thi n kin g their 
present plans for Hong Kong pose no prob- 
lems for the local population.

W ASHINGTON —Contrary to much that has 
beat written and said in recent weeks, the 
Department of Justice is committed without reser- 
vation to enforcing America’s civil rights laws. 
Indeed, we are enforcing those laws. Many who 
charge otherwise know in their hearts that this 
is true; their real objection can only be to our 
positions on busing and quotas. 

The Gvil Rights Act of 1 964, together with other 
civil rights legislation passed before and after that 
act, gives the department the chief responsibility 
for ensuring that racial bigotry dees not poison the 
lives of individuals and tbdr communities. Specifi- 
cally in matters of public education, public em- 
ployment, hnuring , credit, voting and that most 
Wc right to be left in peace, able to live without 
the th reat of racial violence, my department must 
ensure that justice is dt»e when the taw is violated. 

Controversies about the administration's perfor- 
mance of its duties almost since the day we took 
office have raised questions worthy of continu i ng 
debate. But some critics have misrepresented our 
enforcement record, thus creating unnecessary 
anxiety about our fundamental commitments. 

It is time for the critics to lode at wfaal we are 
doing. No one in good oonsdeace can diary that we 
are proceeding energetically to enforce the law.

Its success- 
ful suit against the Chicago Park District marks the 
first time ever that the federal government has 
challenged racial discrimination in the allocation 
of resources within a public park system. And our 
suit against Cicero, fflinois, stiu in litigation, 
marks the fust time ever that the federal govern- 
ment has charged both employment and hooting

Scapegoating Tokyo 
Doesn’t Help Detroit

W ASHINGTON — When So- 
suke Uoo, head of the Japan- 
ese Ministr y of International Trade 
and Industry, said Japan will not 
extend voluntary auto export re- 
strictions past 1984, he got the pre- 
dictable reactions. “Another Pearl 
Harbor," said Senator Donald Rio- 
gle, a Democrat from Michigan. 

Autoworkers and executives in 
America are right to be scared 
about tbdr jobs. But anyone who 
tells them they can relieve their anx- 
ieties simply by shutting out the 
Japanese is promoting the worst 
sort of delusion- If Congress didn't 
embrace severe protectionism dur- 
ing the recent auto depression. 
chances are that it won’t now. 

The politics and economics of car 
manufacturing have both changed 
substantially m the last five years. 
The huge Japanese penetration of 
the American market has progres- 
sively weakened the constituency 
for draconian trade restrictions, 
even while it has increased the U.S. 
industry's need to become competi- 
tive. Not only do American buyers 
like Japanese cars, but many dealers 
now sell both Japanese and Ameri- 
can models — a prudent hedge. 

If they care about preserving 
their constituents’ jobs, rather tfmn 
pandering to their prejudices, it is 
the above message that politicians 
like Senator Riegle ought to be 
sending. But the message is missing, 
not only from congressmen but also 
from the Reagan While House and, 
before it, the Carta White House. 

Against that background it is dif- 
ficult to be optimistic about the 
industry's long-term prospects. 
Although the recovery wul improve 
sales, employment and profits, 
these gains seem to be promoting a 
perverse reversion to old habits: 
union demands for large wage in- 
creases, winch, if granted, would 
weaken the industry's competitive 
position or, if refused, would strain 
labor-management relations. 

Tbe industry is better prepared 


for competition now than four years 
ago. As a new Commerce Depart- 
ment report (“The Automobile In- 
dustry, 1982”) indicates, the auto 
co mpanies have invested more than 
$43bilHon since 1979 to introduce 
fad-efficient cars and to modernize 
plants. At many plants, joint labor- 
management programs have pro- 
moted better quality, improved effi- 
ciency and reduced hostility. 

But, as the report also makes 
clear, the terms of competition have 
changed dramatically. Consider. 

• Until the late 1970s, the big 
three US. firms faced no outside 
competition in the roughly 85 per- 
cent of the market represented by 
large cars. Now, smaller car sizes 
and larger Japanese and European 
models mean that UJS. firms face 
competition across roughly four- 
fifths of the market. 

• U.S. firms have lost buyers’ 
confidence. In a 1982 survey, 
Japanese cats scored higher in fuel 
economy, dependability, workman- 
ship and “value for money." In the 
last category, 37 percent of the re- 
spondents rated tire Japanese “ex- 
cellent” or “very good,* against 23 
percent for the Americans. 

• Tbe American companies are 
financially w eaker rh*n ever. To fi- 
nance huge investments they have 
depleted their working capital, 
eliminated (Ford and Chrysler) or 
cm (General Motors) dividends and 
increased debt Long-term debt 
jumped from $500 nrimon in 1979 
to $10.9 billion in 1982. 

Even so, the immediate outlook is 
not rifwroil- Before Mr. Uno’s pro- 
nouncement, Wall Street analysts 
were predicting that rebounding 
sales and industry cost-cutting mea- 
sures would bloat 1984 profits. On 
estimated sales of 10 tnilfioa^ up 
from 8 ipiflfan in 1982, Ann Knight 
of Paine Webber forecast 1984 pro- 
fits of $15 a share for GM (against 
$3.09 in 1982) and $13 for Ford 
(against 1980-82 losses of $27). 

Tbe prospect of unlimited Japan- 



ese imports after March 1984, when 
today’s “voluntary” restrictions ex- 
pire, now douds these estimates. 
Not only could the Japanese market 
share rise from 22.6 percent in 1982, 
but competition could hunt price 
increases. The Kofebt projections 
assume, for example, a 5.5-percent 
rise in 1984 producer prioes. 

The tempting way for the in- 
dustry and the United Auto 
Workers to neutralize this threat is 
protectionism. Companies warn to 
maximize sates and pricing power. 
The new UAW president, Owen 
Bieber, wants a profitable industry 
from which to extract a large con- 
tract settlement in the Fall of 1984. 

Down this path of short-term ex- 
pediency lies long-term ruin. The 
sted industry and union tried pro- 
tectionism in the late 1960s and 
1970s. Part of the bargain was labor 
peace, bought with hefty settle- 
ments. These squeezed profits and 
inhibited modernization. Modem 
protectionism faDed to compensate; 
tbe industry today ism worse shape. 

The rhetoric of protectionism 
assumes that the main responsibil- 
ity for protecting jobs lies with the 
government, not workers and firms. 
This encourages precisely the sort of 
irresponsibility that destroys jobs. 

With average auto labor costs 
exceeding $19 an hour in 1982 — 
compared with the U.S. manufac- 
turing average of Si 1.79 and (he 
Japanese automakers’ average of

The sobering truth is that only a 
depression compelled the industry 
and the union to revise traditional 
habits. Because tbe Japanese pre- 
sence now predodes severe import 
Knots, die only alternative is to 
compete. The next industry con- 
tract ought to reinforce worker- 
management cooperation by link- 
ing co mp ensation and profitability. 

If the Reagan administration 
takes its rhetoric about low infla- 
tion and open trade seriously, it 
ought to wdcome tire early Japan- 
ese export declaration. Although 
trying to restore limits may seen 
politically attractive in the indus- 
trial Midwest, it sends the wrong 
signals. But successive presidents 
have been too timid to send the 
correct signal. By their silence, 
they have contributed to America’s 
industrial wreckage.

Any way yon lode at it, the answer 
is bad news for the Republicans. 

Although recent preference polls 
show Mr. Jackson running third 
among Democrats — behind farmer 
Vice President Walter F. Mondale 
and Ohio’s Senator John Gtenn — a 
Jackson candidacy would not be at 
all likely to expand beyond a black 
base to turn him into the Democratic 
nominee against Ronald Reagan. 

What it would do is spotlight Mr. 
Jackson in the media, make him a top 
spokesman for blacks and their con- 
cerns and force the other Democratic 
candidates to articulate support for 
black-related policy goals. 

Of course, it would also have an 
effect oo the prospects of the other 
Democrats. Conventional wisdom 
- suggests that a Jackson candidacy 
would hurt Mr. Mondale most. The 
front-runner would see at least some 
of his support drained off. particular- 
ly among black product captains, 
county chairmen mid party officials. 

A blade candidacy could hurt 
Senator Gtenn in his strongest re- 
gion, the South. And h would deflect 
some liberal support from Califor- 
nia’s Senator Alan Cranston. 

Whatever its effect on the Demo- 
cratic nomination, a black candidacy 
would hgffltew blacks' interest in 
presidential politics — leading to 
more voter registration and therefore 
a higher turnout. And therein lies the 
bad news for Republicans. 

For months, reports have emanat- 
ed from like White House that Presi- 
dent Reagan had “written off” the 
blade vote. Those reports may be 
accurate; of more significance, they 
reflect a political commonplace. 
There is virtually nothing within the 
realm of possibility that Ronald Rea- 
gan could do in 1983 and 1984 that 
would brum him more than 5 to 10 
percent of the black vote. 

The real issue, though, is what the 
black vote wfll be. How many blades 
will urn our at the polls next No- 
vember? If the blade turnout is low or 
average, a Democratic presidential 
candidate could get 95 percent of the 
Mack vote and still not nun a Reagan 
re-ejection bid. But if the black 
turnout is high, the threat to Mr. 
Reagan, in states whose ekcioral 
votes he needs, begins to mount. 

The Chicago mayoral election 
demonstrated that Nadu, when suf- 
ficiently motivated, can turn out in 
impressive numbers that rival or ex- 
ceed white turnout.

Besides high unemployment and 
budget reductions in social programs 
(which hurt minorities more than 
otbersX ihe administration has taken 
symbolic steps that have angered the 
black community and underscored 
the prevailing image of Mr. Reagan 
as an adversary of black interests. 

Tbe firing of three members of the 
UR. Gvil Rights Commisaon was 
one step. Then there was the adminis- 
trations fight, defeated by the U.S. 
Supreme Court, against the ban on 
federal aid to segregated schools. 

The trip to Mississippi by Assis- 
tant Attorney General William Brad- 
ford Reynolds, with Jesse Jackson, 
was a step in the other direction. But 
that trip also served to highlight tbe 
opposition to affirmative action poli- 
cies in the Department of Justice 
undo - President Reagan. 

In other words, the administration 
is firing up Hack voters, increasing 
the chances of a higher turnout in 
1984. Add that to a black presidential 
candidacy, and we could see a record 
minority turnout next year — giving 
die Democratic Party abetter diot at 
winning back the White House,

WASHINGTON — Chrysler 
Corp., the No. 3 U.S. automaker, 
has recovered enough from its fin- 
ancial woes to pay off the last $800 
miffioa of $12 bflhoa in federally 
guaranteed loans seven years early, 
Lee A. Tacocca, chairman, said 
Wednesday. 

The loans, which are owed to 
private lenders but guaranteed by 
the government, were not due to be 
paid off until 1990. When they were 
granted in 1980 and 1981, many 
observers doubted that they would 
be paid off at all. 

The guarantee plan had been ap- 
proved by Congress and President 
Jimmy Carter in late 1979 and early 
1980 as a way of saving Chrysler, 
which was widely seen as oo the 
brink of bankruptcy. 

Mr. lacocca. in his speech at the 
National Press Club, lauded the 
cooperation of the g ov er nm ent, the 
company and its employees in 
bringing Chrysler back. 

“In a way. maybe it was social 
democracy’ at its best,” Mr. lacocca 
said. “We had help from all levels 
of government — Capitol Hill, the 
White Horse, the state house and 
city hall. And my question is simp- 
ly this: What is so wrong with 
that?" 

Earlier in the day, he met with 
President Ronald Reagan, appar- 
ently to tdl him of the company 's 
plans. 

After approval by Congress and 
Mr. Carter, the plan was put into 
effect by a Chrysler Loan Guaran- 
tee Board.

WASHINGTON — U.S. retail 
sales in June climbed 0.7 percent 
from May. to S99.1 billion, the 
Commerce Department said 
Wednesday.

consumers, extremely cautious at 
the beginning of the year, are now 
taking the recovery seriously, 
spending more and saving less. 

They are also taking advantage 
of the auto-loan bargains offered 
by Detroit. April, May and June 
have all set new auto-sales records. 

June’s retail sales would have 
gone op 03 percent without includ- 
ing autos. In May, when sales over- 
all went up a strong 3. 1 percent, 2.6 
percentage points of the increase 
was outside the auto industry. 

Food sales and restaurant sales 
were the only major categories to 
go down. 

The sales figures were adjusted 
to compensate for recurring sea- 


sonal patterns but not fa June's 
inflation, which will not be mea- 
sured until the end of next week. 

Automotive-related sales were 
up 1.1 parent in June from May, to 
$19.4 billion, the department said. 
Sales of autos alone climbed 1.5 
percent, a 32.4 percent improve- 
ment from the recession-scarred 
sales record of June 1982.

In the meantime, Japanese com- 
panies have shown no letup in their 
search for new jobs for today’s ro- 
bots and this is why a nation the 
size of California has more robots 
in use than the rest of die world all 
together. As the leading producer 
and consumer of robots, Japan is 
the robotics laboratory of the 
world. 

In typically Japanese fashion, 
the response to the intensified com- 
petition has been to step tip the 
pace of product innovation. Far 
the most part, the new technology 
is aimed at moving (he stale of the 
art forward by modest steps, not 
technological leaps. The focus is on 
making robots that move faster and 
more precisely, weigh less, con- 
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darting expertly, not only ‘slicing 
the raw fish but also fashioning the 
little patties of rice atop which the 
fish shoes rest. 

But thsnlra to Suzumo Machin- 
ery Works, a small Tokyo com- 
pany, the script is changing. About 
a year ago, Saznmo began selling a 
robot that, with a robotic atm and 
daws, makes rice patties. The qua- 
lity is excellent and the speed is 
im press ive. 1,200 an hour, or three 
tiny* faster than an exper im eed 
sushi chef. The fish, however, still 
must be sliced by hand and slacked 
on the rice pattie. 

The susm robot is a simple de- 
vice and purists may sniff that it is 
not really a robot at all StiD, its 
aim and daw seem to qualify it as 
what is called a fixed-sequence ro- 
bot, a rudimentary type that essen- 
tially performs the same task repea- 
tedly. 

To date, Suzumo, which holds 


mechanical engin- 
eering research laboratory in Tsu- 
chiura, Funrio Fujisawa walks pan 
small groups of scientists clustered 
around the appendages of robots 
and offers his view of where the 
industry is headed. 

Robotics, said Mr. Fujisawa, the 
laboratory's chief engineer, “is an 
integrated technology involving 
mechanical computer software 
and electronics technologies.'’ As 
he sees it, “gradual improvements 
in these fields will result in a series 
of small advances in robots” in the 
next three to five years. 

He points to an example of one 
such advance — a portable robot 
that Hitachi unveiled in early Jane. 
The knee-high robot ntns along a 
small track. “Its mam advantage is 
that the robot can go to the work 
instead of having to bring the work 
to the robot.” Mr. Fujisawa said. 
“And it is small enough to go into 
places that other robots never 
could” 

It has many purposes, but (he 
robot's single largest use is in ship- 
bufiding. It can move along the 


precision of the work being done is 
not lost. 

A U.S. company, Unimation, 
produces a similar, but larger, por- 
table robot. The cost of the Hitachi 
portable and its computerized con- 
trol unit ranges from $34,000 to 
S3 1.000. 

Hitachi hopes to scQ J35 million 
worth of the new portable tine a 
year, starting with production of 20 
units a month. By March 1984, it 
intends to have the pace up to 100 
units a month. 

At another company, Toshiba, 
the “elephant’s nose” is all the rage. 
(The people at Toshiba do not use 
that name, but everyone else in the 
industry does.) The robot has one 
arm that is 7 feet 5 inches long with 
eight joints and looks like nothing 
so mudi as a mechanical version of 
an elephant's trunk. 

Equipped with touch sensors 
and a tiny television camera in the 
tip of the arm, (be robot is designed 
for inspection in dangerous places 
such as inside nuclear plants. The 
arm can coil like a corkscrew. De- 
monstration photos inevitably 
show a young Japanese woman, a 
tentative smile on her face, with the 
arm coiled around her. The “ele- 
phant’s nose” is in development, 
but Toshiba plans tc begin com- 
mercial production io 1985. 

Robot experts in Japan often 
speak in terms of generations, the 
third — and latest — that has 
drawn widespread attention is the 
robot with limited artificial intelli- 
gence, a development far more so- 


mation. 

The Ministry of International 
Trade and Industry is preparing to

“These robots must have the 
sensing and dexterity almost the 
equal of human beings, so they can 
take the place of human beings," 
explained Masafcazu Kotuyashi, 
director of the ministry’s robot pro- 
ject 

The rationale for government in- 
volvement he said, is that the cost 
and risk of developing sophisticat- 
ed technology is too great for pri- 
vate companies to bear alone. Mor- 
eover. be noted that the market for 
some of the projects is small sucl: 
as nuclear cleaning robots e»er. 
though development costs are 
great. The ministry will invite com- 
panies to join the project in Sep- 
tember or October. 

Mr. Kobayashi said foreign com- 
panies are not excluded from the 
project, as lung as the;, have re- 
search or manufacturing facilities 
in Japan. But, he conceded, “from a 
practical standpoint it may he diffi- 
cult for foreign firms to partici- 
pate" because of the require. sent 
about having a facility in Japan 


being used in industrial manufac- 
turing. 

The technological developments 
that can make great waves in the 
market for robots are not the sort 
of breakthroughs that would inter- 
est the Nobel jurors for scientific 
achievement. But they arc of com- 
pelling importance to Japanese in- 
dustry. 

Take for example, the battle 
between the Nachi-Fujikoshi Corp. 
and Kawasaki Heavy Industries for 
a big order earlier this year, in 
which Nachi-Fujikoshi was the vic- 
tor. 

Fuji Heavy Industries, a pro- 
duce! of suhcoatpacT automobiles 
tinted to Nissan, let it be known 
that i> wanted to buy about 200 
spe:- welding robots. This market 
;js dominated by Kawasaki, 
which produced a spot -welding ro- 
bot designed by Unimation. 

Yet Nariri-Fujikashi nabbed the 
order after it figured out how to 
make an electrically driven spoi- 
touliiine robot, instead of the larger,

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W atson Set to Resume His Love Affair With the British Open

■ NEW YORK — The piper.

I pave all come in Scotland, and each has been 
! 111 some way by bagpipers — on the golf course, at the 
presentation or at tne airport But Turn berry was 
special. Watson considers it the most joyous of his 
victories. He had beaten Jack Niddaus by one stroke 
•a one of the most exciting head-to-head competitions 
m modem golf.

Watson, there is more to the Open than what he calls 
“a sentimental attachment." 

“The British Open is the oldest golf tournament we 
play, and the tradition is the strongest." Watson said 
trendy. Tve held that trophy four times, and each 
rime it's been so wonderful to see all the winners' 
names back to I860. 

“The British Open is the world championship of 
golf, I think, because it brings together all the great 
players from all over the world. It’s healthy for the 
British Open to have worldwide representation." 

Watson, who is 33, has won 29 U-S. events since 

turning pro in 1971. This season, he has finished in the 
money in 13 of 14 tournaments, with eight top-10 
placements. But by his own appraisal, he was in a 
slump until a few weeks ago: he had not won since the 
U S. Open in June 19S2, at Pebble Beach, California. 

For Watson, a lop-10 finish is not the same as 
winning. 

“Throughout the year. I just haven't had any confi- 
dence, because I haven’t swung the dub very well," he 
said last week. "Any golfer goes through it. You don’t 
swing the same from day to day, much less from 
month to month or year to year. And in my case it's 
been a slump for about a year." 

He came alive in the United States Open at Oak- 
moot, Pennsylvania. last month, where he had victory 
in his grasp until he bogeyed three boles on tire final 
nine and finished a stroke behind Larry Nelson. But 
Watson says he salvaged something valuable from that 
second-place finish — it restored his confidence. 

“I started the first round with very little confidence, 
but 1 hit some good shots and made some good 
swings." he recalled. “And in every round after that. I 
gained more confidence. It's started to come back." 

Among U.S. professionals, Watson is right up there 


with Niddaus and Arnold Palmer In enthusiasm for 
British links! and courses. It hasn't always been that 
way. In 1975, on his first trip to Europe, he warmed up 
on a course near the Scottish seaport of Carnoustie. 

and going to loo^for Watson recaHi. 

"The fairway had so many knobs and contours that 
the ball ended up 40 yards off line. That was my 
introduction to British golf. 

“ Coming from the American scene, in which the 
baD did not roll nearly as much — we have to play 
more of a cany type of game — I didn't particularly 
like the game that bad to be played over there. 

“But smee Tve played those courses more and more. 
I've changed my opinion. Now I enjoy the type of 
game you must play there. Basically, what the game of 
golf over (here makes yon do is to nit the ball straight. 
If yon hit the ball straight, you are rewarded. If you hit 
the ball off line, you are not rewarded. 

“Yon are not required to carry as many obstacles as 
you are in American golf, like hazards. Which means 
that if conditions get very bad, the courses are still 
very playable. If you hit it straight, you still have a play 
to roll it on most of the greens. That's the key 
element,” 

The term “finks” is derived from the strip of seaside 
terrain that links the land with the sea. As a rule, links 
courses arc more natural than American courses. In- 
stead of having bulldozed contours, seaside links have 
been formed by eons of erosion, wind and rain. The 
turf is firm and knobby and the grass is thin. On such 
bard ground, the ball rolls far; on such greens, a lofty 
are has little chance to bold. These are few, if any, 
water hazards. 

Wind plays the most important role in the design of 
a linksland course. Because the wind blows constantly 


and unpredictably, architects agree it is unfair to 
position bunkers directly in front of a green. By 

play IS e classic British^^p-Mtl-nifi sbot^This is 
especially useful when a hole is playing downwind. 
Bunkers come into play all right, bnt in outer strategic 
positions. 

“I like the idea of allowing for varying conditions of 
the golf course,” says Watson. "With the wind blowing 
so hard, you don't have the luxury of being able to 
land the ball on the seen. So if you hit the ball 
straight, they give you tie chance to bounce the ball on 
the green." 

In general Americans initially dislike links courses 
(Bobby Jones detested Sl Andrews the first time). Nor 
do they consider them beautifuL In the long run, 
however, beauty is in the eye of the beholder. 

They have their own subtle beauties,” Watson 
explains. There's a lot of strategy involved in British 
golf courses. Sometimes the strategy can be extremely 
severe, like the strategy at OakmonL 

“But basically they are very fair. If there's no wind, 
there's not usually a lot of hazard. But when the wind 
blows 10 miles an hour, the wind is the hazard, the 
major hazard. We build our golf courses with more 
hazards than just the wind.”
